at least one spiral groove along the longitudinal axis said bristles wherein the tips of said 
bristles and said shafts of said bristles to act as cleaning devices and whereby said shafts 
including said spiral groove acts as a scraping device wilh respect to the surface to be 
cleaned.

teeth and gums so that said spiral groove acts as abrasive device to remove foreign 
particles lodged between and around the teeth and gums. 
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
